iu doing everything claimed for it, and 
which promises to work an. entire revolu- 
tion in the manner or planting corn. 


The device is very simple and can be at- 


tached tiyny and all of the horse corn 
planters now in use. 
It consists of a bar 


tbat reaches from Iced box U> feed box, 
which has two short upright levers, wilh a 
claw at their extremities. Through this 
claw iu the levers is made to pass a line or 
rope with knots at regular intervals, said 
rope or lino having sufficient length to 
reach across tho field to be planted. 
One 


end of the rope passes out at one side of the 
planter aud is fastened in the ground with 
a pin, and the other end passes out at the 
oilier .side, and is fastened in the same way 
to the ground. The. line stretched across 
the field serves as a guide in that direction, 
and tlie knots serve as the markers for the 
transverse, or check rows. The knots pass- 
ing through the claw levers operate the 
hand luver common to all machines, aud 
ttiua drops the seed automatically.

that a I'artncr has to do wilh one of tbese 
machines is to drive his team. 
The ma- 


chine does all the rest. There is no mark- 
ing of rows before planting, consequently 
this process insures tbat tho seed goes 
into I'resli, moist ground. 


These advantages are patent to any one 


who will for a moment consider the value 
iu saving the marking off of the ground in 
cheek rows ; in saving the weight of aman 
ou the planter, besides his lime ; but the 
greatest gain is lite fact that with. Ihis ina- 
chiuo you can plant Ihe corn the same day 
Ihe iirumid is broken up, which gain alone 
would, in tlie year lsi.ii, have made mil- 
lions of buslicls oi' prairie corn for the State 
of Illinois alone. It plants with accuracy, 
making a row of corn tbat cun be plowed 
both ways with perfect ease. 


Tlie success achieved by this machine, 


although it Ir.is been before Hie public, but 
two season?, demonstrates tlie fact tliat it 
is no longer an experiment, but that it !ms 
already taken its place among the great 
labor-saving implements of modern agri- 
culture.

MILLS. 


This establishment, owned and operated 


•by Messrs. Boyd, Haakeli&Co., is on 
Broadway, at the crowing of the Toledo, 
Wab'ash & Wefitern Railroad. It was orig- 
inally erected about ten years ago, was de- 
stroyed by fire, in July, 1868. 
Was rapid- 


ly rebuilt of brick, 40 by 112 feel, three 
stories high. It employs thirty-five bands. 
On the ground floor is the ecginc:room, 
where a 40-horse power engine furnishes 
the motive power. 
Adjoining this in an L 


is the boiler, the dye room aud tha drying- 
room over the same. In the main building 
on the ground floor is the tinishiug-room, 
where the final touches are given to the 
cloth before putting it into rolls for sale. 
On the next floor are eleven looms for 
weaving, including one wide one for blank- 
ets. Didyou ever see alootn in operation, 
reader? If not it is time you did, for if 
ever a creature of iron could be made to be 
almost human, it is a loom. 
If a single 


thread breaks or a shuttle fails to go 
through the who)« width of the cloth, the 
loom stops instantly, and waits to have the 
defect remedied. Ou the same floor are 
two sets of carding machines. \Ve will not 
attempt to describe them. 
They are too 


wonderful in their construction. On the 
third floor there are two picking machines, 
for picking the wool and preparing it for 
the carding machine ; three massive spin- 
ning jennies containing 240 spindles, each 
spindle working independently, and here 
again is shown the wonderful ingenuity of 
man ; for the whole rnasa stops spinning if 
ono 
turead breaks, one machine 
for 


making "double aud twist." 
We are 


not well enough versed in machinery to 
describe this last apparatus. 
It is so com- 


plex tbat one needs to watch it sometime 
to fully understand its modus operandi. 


This establishment manufactures nearly 


400 yards of cloth, SiiO pounds of stocking 
yarn, and 150 pounds of "country i oils," 
as they are called, per day. The goods 
made by Messrs. B., H. & Co. will com- 
pare favorably in quality wilh those manu- 
factured elsewhere, and iu this vicinity 
none sell so well. 
Farmers, and the pub- 


lic generally, desiring to procure woolen 
goods of first-class manufacture at reasona 
ble prices, should patronize this mill. 
Specimens of their cloth, etc., ou exhibi- 
tion at the fair, will show 
what they 


can do. 


The reports from London of the nego- 


tiations between Bismarck and Favre are

in these critical times, he is, intellectually, 
as vigorous as ever."

Il is with tlio deepest feelings of sadness 


that we are called upon to announce llic 
death of Dr. C. H. Hny, the late able edi- 
tor of Iho Chicago JZoKiiing Post. Dr. 
Ray had been ill for some months past, 
witb brain fever, but Imd parlially re- 
covered. On Tuesday last the malady re- 
turned, and rapidly increasing in violence 
resulted in his death on Saturday morning, 
at one o'clock. 


Tho deceased was a nalirc Cheuango 


county, New York, and was not yet fifty 
years of age. 
He came to the west in 


ISiy, nnd adopting medicine as his profes- 
sion commenced practice in the city of 
Muscalinc, Iowa, but shortly afterwards 
removed to Tnr.ewclJ county, in this state 
About nineteen yeais ago he weuk to Ga- 
loiui, and purchasing the Jcffcrsoniun, 
a 


daily democratic paper, began the career 
in which he afterwards acquired such 
celebrity. 
His connection with this paper 


developed the editorial ability of which lie 
was possessed, and his journal became 
celebrated 
for the vigor and originality 


which graced his pages. Having always 
been an anti-slavery man, he could not 
follow his pnrly when it wandered away 
after tlio black divinity, and lio accordingly 
Bold out his paper and identified himself 
•with the then somewhat weak clement 
which soon grew into the republican party. 
JIo was elected Secretary of the State Sen- 
ate In the winter of 18 ">.">, and upon tbe 
adjournment ot" that body went to Chicago 
and entered into a partnership with Hon. 
Joseph Sledill, purchasing fni interest In 
the Tribune, of which Dr. Ray became 
cditor-iu-chief and Mr. Mcdill managing 
editor. 
It was during his connection with 


the Tribanv that Dr. Ray rose to the front 
rank of journalism. The times were slir- 
liug, and his boldness, added lo his great 
power as a terse and vigorous political 
writer, soon made the Tribune Ihe organ 
of Ihc young party in the Northwest, and 
gave it a reputation all over the land. 
He 


remained with the Tribune until ISC:), 
When he severed his connection with il to 
enter oilier pursuits. 
Uut like all other 


uieu who have experienced Ibe fascination 
of ft life among the newspapers — toilsome 
and trying though it be— he could not be 
content In any other occupation, and in 
December, 18(i", hc'beciimc leading edilor 
of the J'lueniny Pout, a paper whose suc- 
cess has been a marvel even iu Chicago 
journalism. 
The sharp, trenchant articles 


with which he filled its ediloiial columns, 
aud the sudden bound with which it leaped 
to assured success, showed that a master 
hand was at the helm. To-day its reputa- 
tion is such as no other daily paper ever 
achieved in so short a time, and this is in 
n great measure due to luo genius and tal- 
ent of Charles n. Ray. 


In tlio ilcntu of Dr. Ray Hie profession 


of journalism in Illinois has lost one of its 
brightest stars, whose place will long be 
vacaut, aud the readers of newspapeis in 
the Northwest will sadly miss the items 
which (lowed so freely from his magic pen.
